at noon today. 
Dr. Edgar *A. Miller, Baltimore street, county coroner, 
went to the scene of the accident early thL afternoon and is­ 
sued a certificate of accidental death. The body was taken to 
the undertaking parlors of L. C. P ittenturf at York Springs. 
Arthur Phillips, also of Baltimore, driver of the truck, 
was slightly injured and was brought to the Gettysburg 
hospital.

Mrs. Frazier fired five shots 
into Miss Murrell's body as the lat­ 
ter left the federal building and 
started to get into her car.
